For 
full addresses of the office-bearers see Appendix C. A. glance 
over the list of the office-holders will show that none of them 
isin a position to give full time to the performance of the 
duties entrusted tohis care. This isa draw-hack which tells 
heavily on the management. Tho office-holders have worked hard, 
so faras the time at their disposal could permit them, to look after 
the affairs of the institution and it is to their credit that the work 
performed hitherto has generally been prononuced as satisfactory. 
But oven the best outturn ander the circumstances must necessarily 
fall short ofthe ideal aimed at by the Institution. The work of 
superintendence and of collection of funds specially requires a largo 
expenditure of time to perform it and must suffor badly as long as 
they it is not taken up by an office-holder having a full disposal 
of his time. The wish expressed in the Ist report viz., that some 
retired Government servant may take up the office has remained 
| unfulfilled as yet. A renewed appeal is, therefore, made to the 
| Arya Samajes in tho interest of the Institution to remove this 
| necessity ab the earliest opportunity. 


` The Managing Committee held altogether seven ordinary and 


four special meetings during this year.

Commitee 8B The ordinary meetings were held in the 


months of April, June, July, October, Jan- 


vary, February and March, and tho special meetings in June, July,” 
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November and February. None of the ordinary meetings called 
failed for want of quorum but out of the eight special meetings 
which were called four could not be held because the quorum 
required under the rules was not complete. The difficulty in 
forming a proper quorum for special meetings has arisen not sc 
much on account of tho want of attendance of the Provincia 
members as onaccount of the members who reside outside tie 
Province. In order to obviate this difficulty it is contemplatedto 
lay before the Managing Committee a proposal to modify therule 
relating to quorum so that the members residing permarntly 


| outsido the Province may not be counted in calculating the required 
quorum. This proposal, if accepted, will render the formtion of 
the quorum @ little easier but still much depends im th respect 
on the diligence of the Provincial members to attend thameetings. 
The attendance of the members from the Muftassil durig tho year 
has not been such as is desirable and is expected. One or two 
members have not attended at all. It is, therefore, earestly request- 
ed that the Mufassil members will next years how eater diligence 
iu attending the meetings so as to obviate the neessity of baving 
recourse to the provisions of Rule 10 Clause Cof the rules fot 
the Dayanand Anglo-Vedic College Society. Moreover, an irre- 
gularity in attending the meeting does né merely stop the 
progress of work but it strongly implies a \cking of interest in 
the institution which, it is believed, the mmbers will be the last 
persons to permit to be attributed to themelves. The list of months 
in which the meetings wereheld shows that none were held in. 
the months of May, August, Septembr, and December. The 
month of May is occupied by the annue. meeting of the Dayanand 
Augle-Vedie College Society aw December by thab of 
the Parupkarni Sabha while August and Septomber 
are vacation and sickly mnths. ‘Ordinarily speaking, 
therefore, it will scarcely be pssible to hold meetings of the 
Managing Committee in these nonths.

This statement shows that out of the four sources of current 

` income two viz. school income and Ata Fund give an excess over 
the Budget estimates. This excess, however, is nob very important, 
The excess of the school income is very small being Rs. 30 only. 
while the estimate of Ata Fund was intentionally put ata very 
low figure and the excess is uot very large too being Bs. 148 ouly. 
On the other hand, the deficiency under the remaining two heads 
viz. monthly subscription and interest is serious. The difference 
in interest may be explained on the ground that the estimate of 
interest was apparently excessive as compared with the actual 
fund in hand at the time but the deficiency under the head of 

- monthly subscriptions is rather discouraging, A’ part of this large 
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difference of Rs. 800 is no doubtdue to the fact that some times 
money received on account of the monthly subscription is creditod 
to the Funded Capital because it is not kuown at the time that che 
money is received as monthly subscription. This often occurs ou 
the anniversary occasions to avoid which blank lists, showing 
the different headings, have beeu printed and circulated for uso 
to the Arya Samajes. But still the difference uuder the head- 
ing is large enough to requiro serlous attention on the 
part of the Managing Committee. The arrears against some of 
the subscribers are exceedingly large and it is hoped that for 
the sake of the efficient working of the institution which entirely 
depends upon a proper supply of income they will show greater 
promptness in clearing off their arrears aud regularity in making 
future payments.

The important item on the expenditure side is the cost of tbe 
establishment aud rental. This was estimated in the Budget at 
Rs. 14,587 whereas the actual cost under this head was 
Rs. 10,842-14-2. Thus tho cost was less than the estimate by 
Rs. 3,744-9-10. This is mainly due to the facts that the sauction 
for opening Brauches was not defrayed and the posts of the, 
science professor and the science peon were not filled up till 
about the middle of November 1889. Moreover some of the pro- 
wotious provided for iu the Budget were not given at once. 

The total cost of education during these fifteen months was 
Rs. 13,966-1-2 and including the cost of management, the total 
expenditure amounted to Rs. 14,652-6-10. The total receipt 
under current income amounted to Rs. 16,839-1-10. Thus there 
was a saving of Rs. 1,686-11 out of the current income. 


SPECIAL DONATIONS. 
The full details of income and expenditure under this head 


are given in the Appendix D already referred to. The total 


amount received as special donation 2, e. donation given for a

7 of the 
rules for the Dayanand Anglo-Vedic College Society the Com- 
mittee has no power to disburse auy sums out of the Capital 
Fund but as already remarked Rs. 20,065 were invested during 
the year in the purchase of two buildings at Lahore. 


The net gain during tho fifteen mouths preceding 1st 
January 1889 was Rs, 32,082 while as already stated the net 
gain during the fifteen months under review was Rs. 15,274, 
in other words about half of the preceding gain for the same period, 
This 3s surely not very encouraging and if the progress of funds 
decreases in this ratio it will ere long come to astand-still. The 
D. A.-V. College has yet hardly acquired 15th of the capital required 
to put the whole scheme into force and considering the comparative 
regule seb forth above, it is indeed, high time for the well-wishers 
of the movement to take vigorous action for pushing forward the 
movement otherwise the toil and labour of years will be in 


gerious danger of being lost in vain. 


The Budget estimates for 1890-01 were passed at the 
meeting held on 22nd February 1890. The 
full detuils of the Budget are printed in 
the Appendix E. ‘The total amount of income estimated for the 
year is Rs. 14,500 and a sum of Rs. 3,000 is sanctioned out of the, 
savings of the current income for Science Apparatus and the 
improvement of the house ou the Lower Mall. The total amount 
of expenditure estimated for the year corresponds with the esti- 
mate of income, ‘The estimate of expediture includes Rs. 12,968

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on account of the.cost of education leaving a balance of Rs. 1,552 
for other expenses such as management and Boarding House &c. On 
the other hand the estimate of income includes Rs. 3120 on 
account of the monthly subscriptions, ‘This shows very clearly 
that the Society is not yet iu a position to maintain the College 
even in its present state with au honorary Principal and irrespect- 
ive of other expenditure, without the assistance of monthly sub- 
scriptions. Tho estimate of expenditure shows a monthly cost 
of Rs. 606 for the College and High Department of Rs. 210 
As. 8 for the Middle Department and of Rs, 157 for the Primary 
Department. Thus a total cost of Rs. 975 As. 8 p.m. for the College 
and School together. This estimate includes Hs. 50 p. m. for 
engineering teachership which post has boen newly created under 
tho Budget. It is hardly necessary to remark that the Budget 
makes no provision for the post of the Principal which as before 
is held by Lala Hansraj, B. A., honorary without any remunera- 
tion. A special provision of Rs. 25 p. m. is also made in the 
Budget for opening Branch Schools.

The accounts are considered and examined 
by the Managing Committee at the monthly meetings and as a 
rule ace required to be audited by the Auditor before being 
-laid before the Committee. The office of the Accountant during 
the year under review, was held by Lala Ralla Ram and it is 
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simply due to him to remark that he has discharged the duties of 
this office with great credit. He has not oniy been able to im- 
prove the accounts by his superior technical knowledge but has 
worked with a regularity which is exemplary.

Subsequently in February 1889 a house known as the 
Plums belonging. to Mr. Wade near the Patiala House was 
purchased for Rs, 13,900, ‘Phe house is let on Rs. 90 p. ms 
and deducting Rs. 100 p, a. for repairs, fetches an annual income 
of Hs. 980. This yields roughly a rate of 7 p. c. p. a. Z e. 3 per 
cent, in excess of the interest received on the Government Pro- 
missery Notes or by Fixed Deposit in the Bengal Bank. This 
purchase was confirmed by the Managing Committee by Reso- 
tation No, 2 dated 29th June 1889. 
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Another important change in the matter of investment was 
the increase in the rate of interest ou Fixed Deposits iu the Agra 
Bank from 4 p.e to 44 p. e. The correspondence relating to 
this incroase was laid before the Managing Committee and approv- 
ed by resolution No, 2, dated 22nd February 1890. These are the 
only two measures actually carried out during the year for im- 
proving income by better investment. Another proposal was 
sanctioned by the Managing Committee by rosolution No. 6, 
dated 23rd February, 1890, for purchasing certain land near Atari 
but for sundry versons the bargain fell through and the purchase 
could uot be completed. ‘There is not the least doubt that the 
present state of investment is far from satisfactory. Barriug tho 
Government Promissory Notes the others have not even the credit 
of being entirely safe and sure and the juterest allowed on the 
Government Promissory Notes is not large enough. The only safe 
and profitable investment from all points of view is that of landed 
property end as long as the Managing Committee is not able to 
acquire land the present unsatisfactory state of things must remain. 
It will perhaps facilitate acquisition of laud if a notice inviting 
bargains were given in the paporsaud an agent were employed to 
geek outs bargains. The matter abany rate requires early and 
serious attention of the Managing Committee and is as importany 
as the collection of funds itself.

This Sub-Committee held altogether eleven meetings during 
the year under report. Some of the work performed by this Sub- 
Committee has already been noticed under ihe headiug of in- 
vestmeut of Funds. In addition to this the Sub-Committee has 
had to perform various miscellaneous duties such as the transfer 
of doposits, the ap pointinent of a manager for the house property, 
sanction of repairs, settling terms of the Jease &c. The Sub- 
Committee also arranged for certain bargains during the year 
but only one was finally settled and carried out. This is the 
purchase of the house belonging to Nawab Mahommed Fateh Jang 
Khan for Rs. 6,165. This house is situated near the Government 
College building and on account of its vicinity to the city and 
other local educational institutions affords a very suitable site for 
the location of the school. The want of a proper building to 
accommodate the College, the School and the Boarding House is 


causing great trouble. Five different buildings in different 


localities of the city and the station have been taken on hire ata 
total reutal of Re. 184 p. m. aud yet these are altogether 
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Snsufficient to afford suitable accommodation, It was in view of 
this inconvenience that a proposal was started at the anniversary 
of the Lahore Arya Samaj held in November, 1889, to raise a 
special Building Fund. The proposal received sanction of the 
Managing Committee on 18th March 1890 when the following 
resolution was passed. “ Resolved that a specinl building fund 
for the Dayanand Auglo-Vedie College and School be oponed, 
that the minimum subscription which a person cau contribute 
towards it be fixed at Rs. 500, that two subscribers way be

To sum up: the result of the labours o 
the Text Book Sub-Committee aud the special Sub-Committee in ` 
spiteof unavoidable disadvautages has boeu of considerable effect | 
aud importance. An unerring guide has been introduced for im- | 
proving the Sanskrit pronuuciation of the students, an oxcellent 
treatise consisting of extracts from the best and the wisest. 
sage and law-giver has been placed in the hands of the pupils and, 
what is most important, the foundation for learning Vedic 
literature has been laid by enforcing the study of Ashtadhyae, the 
mosb sceintific treatise on the knowledge of the construction of ` 
the Sanskrit language. And, to compare small things with great, 
an attempt has also been made in the direction of caligraphy by in- — 
troducing well-written and printed Hindi Alphabetical "Tables. Thus 
provision has been. made both for moral and linguistic nourish- : 
ment of the pupils, and if served properly, faithfully, and in an 
earnest spirit by those to whose care the pupils are immediately 
entrusted, it will inevitably onsurea healthy growth aud deve- 
lopment and will preparo them as fit recipients for still richer and

No rules have yet been framed defining the powers, duties 
and procedure of this Sub-Committee. Butasa matter of prac- 
tice this Sub-Committee possesses tho direct control over the 
School aud the College subject to the ultimate approval and sanc- 
tion of tho Managing Committee. lt is, however, obviously 
necossary to frame cortain rules for definiug the limits of the 
powers of this Sub-Committee and the duties it has to perform. 
Some resolutions have been passed from time to time delegating

During the year the ‘pay of the Assistant Superintendent 
was raised to Rs. 12, of the Chaprasi to Rs. 5, and of the sweeper 
to Rs. 3.

Ths cost of establishment in the beginning of the year was 
Rs. 77 and at the end of the year Rs. 96. The excess of the 
expenditure over the income is Rs. 79 per mensem. This shows 
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that for the most part the establishnient of the Boarding House is 
maintained at the expense of the Managing Committee. 


(c) Income and Expenditure. 


The total receipts during tho year on account of fees, fine 
and iniscellenous was Rs. 4,018 and 5 As. The total expendi- 
ture for the same period was Rs. 4,955-1-6. Thus there was an 
excess of expehditute of Rs. 937-12-6 over the receipts which 
gives a debit of Rs. 78-1 per mensem against the College Fund 
ou account of the Boarding House. 

It will be proper to ínention here that no money has been 
hitherto actually paid oul of the College Fund towards the Board- 
ing Hoüse, the Superintendent having hitherto incurred the extra 
expenditure out of the securities in his hand. But obviously this 
is an errouoous system of keeping accounts aud is considerably 
misleading as to the actual financial statement of the Boarding 
House. The proper method will be to credit the securities to the 
College Fund as deposits and to defray the extra expenditure if 
any by drawing on the Managing Committee. 


As a matter of fact provision is always made in the annual 
budget for meeting such extra expense on account of the Board- 
ing House. It may be further mentioned that some of the excess 
in expenditure over the income is also due to arrears of fees. 
Thus on Ist April 1890 Rs. 568-7-8 were due as such. 

The Boarding House accounts require to be placed in a more 
systematic form and itis hoped that the Boarding House Sub- 
Committee will soon give its attention to this matter.

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This table shows that out of the 61 Boarders who joined the 
different examinatious 48 passed which gives an average of passes 
over 75 per cent. roughly. [If we strike out of this calculation 
ihe number who joined and failed in tlie Middle School 
Examination which is known to have been very stiff, the 
number of passes will be 39 out of 45. This is a result which 
speaks for itself regarding the eminent educational pro- 
gress of the Boarders and needs no comment to show off. 


(9). The religious and moral training of a student is 
a good deal mixed up with his 


Religious and moral train- ` 
ing of tho Boarders. mental education. It very much depends 


upon the text books which are placed in his hand for the purpose 


of his mental development aud upon the silent influence which 
the Teacher breathes into the character of his pupils by his example 
and conversation. Itis impossible to lay down any standard by 
which character may be judged and there exists uo publie 
standard for judging it such as is prescribed for judging mental 
culture, The most careful observer may be mistaken regarding the 
odour of moral and religious character which the blossoms whom 
he sees every day, and the greater part of each day, will develop 
when fully formed. As a matter of fact the religious aud moral 
instincts are hidden for the greater part of the school life. No 
one can say what nourishment they alo receiviug secretly aud 
unobserved, or which side they will break forth godly or ungodly 
All that can be attempted in this respect is by providing Sat Sang 
bh of men aud books, This is the essence of the directions contains 
ed iu our sacred booksand it is by the light of this unerring beacon 
that the energies of the Managing Committee ought to be directed 
in securing healthy moral and religious development of those 
entrusted to their care. The measures which the Managing 
Committeo has adopted in selecting text books have beon already 
noted when reporting the proceediugs of the Text Book and the 
Special Sanskrit Text Books Sub-Committees. These are 
iutended for all students alike and the Boarders as pupils in the 
school fully share in them. But over and above this they receive a 
practical religious training in the Boarding House by performing 
Divine service both morning and evening aud being kept out of 
touch with kusana by a well-regulated mode of living. The steps 
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taken by the Boarding House Committee for ensuring due perform- 
ance of Divine service have been already touched upon while quot- 
ing the proceedings of the Boarding House Sub-Committee and 
do uot require to be repeated here. But it may be mentioned as 
an additional measuze for moral progress that club meetings 
consisting solely of Boarders aro weekly held in the Boarding 
House at which generally moral subjects are taken up and dis- 
„cussed. As already stated, no public standard exists as yet to 
adjudge the moral and religious progress of a student and the 
Only way one can have some idea of it, so far as the Boarders 
are concerned, is to visit the Boarding House at the time when 
the Boarders are engaged in devotion and prayer. It is impossi- 
ble to say that a man is religious because he performs religions 
worship specially if this is done under order and asa matter of 
course, but it is as impossible to say on witnessing any such con- 
gregation so deeply engaged in contemplation on the Deity orin 
singing hymns with one chorus, that this regular religious culture 
will bo entirely thrown away on the majority and will neither 
promote charity nor holiness but vice aud anholiness and their in- 


 numerable concomitants. Though it is hardly possible to 


examine the state of religious and moral feeling as a mental 
condition yet it seems desirable to institute some special ex- 
amination for judging the progress made by the Boarders in the 
Aryan faith and creed. This should receive the early atten- 
tion of the Boarding House Sub-Committee and the Managing 


Committee. 


The steps taken by the Boarding Houso Sub-Committee 
for securing better physical training 
Physical training of the will appear from a resumé of the re.

Sanitation and general health is the first essential for got 
health of the Bonrders. 


physical development and good health 
in its turn depends a good deal upon a proper system 
of sanitation, On the other hand physical exercises im. 
prove and keep up good health and  sauitary habits. The 
remarks raade therefore under tho sub-head of physcial education 
apply mutatis mutandis to this sub-head. “The proceedings of 
the Boarding House Sub-Committee show that the Committee 
has from time to time paid attention to this matter. Thus on 
Ist May 1889, arrangements were made with a local Assistant 
Surgeon to pay regular visits to the Boarding House and to 
attend upon the Boarders in case of illness. On 1st June 1889, it 
was resolved on the suggestion of Lala Kbushi Ram of Simla to 
give warm baths to the Boarders during winter when so advised 
by the Medical Officer, on 15th March 1890, Rs. 3 p.m. were sanc- 
tioued for workiug the well as there was difficulty in obtaining 
sufficient water for bathing purposes aud on the same date 
attention of the Superintendent was directed to be drawn to 
cleanliness. of the Boarders’ dress by making timely changes of 
suites. Iu addition to these certain measures relating to con- 
servaney are enjoined by the Boarding regulations, Vide Rules 
9 to 13 inclusive, which were supplemented from time to time by 
verbal directions, As regards the statistics of health a provision 
has boen made in the Forms which were accepted by the Sub- 
Committee on 26th February 1890 by prescribing a special health 
statement which will serve a double purposeby keeping the Mana- 
ell ivformed of the health of the Boarders and by supplying

review ib is not possible to give here any definite information: on 


this point. 


Food of the Boarders—The directions regarding dietry } 
are contained in rules 2 to 4 inclusive of the Boarding House | 


regulations. The dict is ordered to be vegetarian and the Boarders 
receive 6 chatanks of fresh milk every morning in summer and 6 
chatanks of boiled milk at night in winter. The Superintendent 
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further preparesa dietry table every week with reference to the 
vegetables dc. obtainable in the market according to which food 
is prepared in the kitchen. Asa rule the Boarders receive two 
meals in the day in addition to the milk and at each imeal two 
articles, one pulse and one vegetable, are cocked for use with the 
bread. There is also a standing order to supply each Boarder 
with half a chatank of ghi each at each meal On Sunday the 
Boarders get rice boiled with milk (i) or some other variety 
of cooked rice in lien of bread and ocensionally other delicacies also 
such as halwa &c. Moreover Rule 20 of the Boarding House Rules 
permits making special provisions aud as a rule the Boarders are 
allowed to use the pocket money which they receive from their 
parents and guardians in buyiug sweetmeats &c., to their own 
taste, 


(9). The Boarders are required to wear a uniform dress which 
has been prescribed by the Boarding House Sub-Committee, 


This is caused to be prepared by the Superintendent at the 
Boarders' own cost, 


College Boarding House.—The Oollego classes were opened 
in this year but no arrangement was mado at once for the accom- 
modation of the College students, As the majority of the College 
students join from the Mufassil stations it is absolutely necessary to 
provide for their accommodation if the College classes are to be 
maintained at all. Accordingly by resolution No. 8, dated 27th 
October 1889, the Managing Committee sanctioned Rs. 30 p. m. for 
tbe accommodation of the College Boarders. I6 was at the same time 
resolved to frame rules regarding the Collégo Boarding House. 
As the rules were not passed by the end of the year and 
the College Boarding House has not been placed on any 
regular system proper information is not available on this head 

"during the year under review.

(a). Number of students.—The College prepares students 
at present only for the Firat examination in Arts. 
There are altogether 12 classes viz, two iu the College De- 
patmentand ten iu the School Department, the School being sub- 
divided into High, Middle and Primary as in the Government 
Institutions. The number of students iu the College Depart- 
ment in the beginning of the year on Ist April 1889 was 13 zab 
the end of the year on 31st March 1890 the number rose to 38. 
In the High School the numberon Ist April 1889 was 103; the 
number on,31st March 1890 was 121; in the Middle the number 
on lsb April 1889 was 202 and ou 31st March 1890 was 261. 
In the Primary the number ou 1st April 1889 was 293 and on 31st 
March 1890 was 348. Those figures show that there was an 
increase in number in all the Departments during the year under 
review. "The total number of students on 1st April 1889 was 611 
and on 31st March 1890 it rose to 768 which gives au increase of 
157 students during the year. This is a convincing proof if any 
were needed that the Dayanand Anglo-Vedic College has more 
than maintaiued its popularity during this year. 


e (b) The matter of the affiliation of the College classes was 
taken up by the Managing Committee 


Affiliation. 
pis iu the meeting held on 30th March 1889. 


It was then resolved (Resolution No. 5) to apply for affilia- 
tion to the Punjab University in order to enable the College stu- 
dents to hold the University scholarships. Accordingly an ap- 
plication in duo form was submitted to the Registrar of the 
Punjab University in reply to which the following resolution of 


the Syndicate recoguising the Dayanand Anglo-Vedic College was 
received. 


Extract from the proceedings of the Syndicate of the Pun. 
jab University dated 13th Muy 1889, 
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“The Registrar laid before the meeting application received 
in accordance with the Syndieate's Resolution of 30th October 1888, 
from the Principal of the Lahore Mission Collego...... and the 
Dayanand Auglo-Vedie College for formal recognition under rule 
10 of the Rules for the award and teuure of College Scholarships. 


The Syndicate thereupon resolved that the above-mentioned 
Colleges be recognised under the rule in question.” "The Man- 
aging Committee also decided by Resolution No. 6, dated 25th 
January 1890, to apply for affiliation to the Calcutta University, 
butthis Resolution has not been carried out yet as there is some 
difficulty under the rules iu making an application in proper 


form. 


(c). Results of the examinations.—The students of ilie Col- 
lege appeared during the year at three public examinations—the 
First examination. in the Arts; the Entrance examination of the 
Punjab and the Calcutta Universities and the Middle School 
examination, 


Fifteon students joined the F. A. examination out of whom 
11 passed. Out offour failures one joined the class in the last 
quarter of the 2nd year's course and two had been very irregu- 
Jar in attendance throughout owing to ill-health. Itis remark- 
able that the whole number of fifteen passed in English and 
Mathematics and the failures were only in Political Economy, 
Persian, History, Science and Sanksrit. “Plis is the first time that 
students of this College joined the Y. A. examination and the 
brilliant success achieved at once reflects, therefore, the highest 
credit on the competence and efficiency of the staft specially 
the Principal and the Professor of Mathematics. It is necessar 
tosay a few words regarding failures in Sanskrit. Out of the 
three students who joined and failed two were students of the 
D. A.-V. High School, of theso two one began reading Sanskrit in 
the College and the other had takan up Sanskrit in the Entrance 
examination but had failed. 


Sixty-eight students joined the Entrance Examination of the 
Punjab University and 34 passed. Out of twenty who took up 
Sanskrit as one of their subject of examination ten were success- 
ful. In the Entrance Examintion of the Calcutta University 
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thirteen joined and ten were successful; three passed in the first 
Division, four in the second and threein the third, The following 
extract from the Principal's repors explains the reason of failures 
in the Panjab Entrance Examination: “ Most of the students who 
failed were admitied to the class during the latter half of the 
9nd year’s course and hence the school could not be responsible 
for them. In future we shall not admit boys to the Extrance 
class within 6 or 7 months before the final examination unless they 
are exceptionally clever.” In spite of this disadvantage “the 
school stoed first in the Province as regards the number of passes 
and the success in numbers was still more distinguished as “one 
boy has got the highest marks in Muthematies in the whole Province 
as was the case last year also. There is no separation at present 
between the College and the High School Department and the 
same staff works in both places. It is needless to remark that the 
enlogy earned by the brilliant success achieved in the F. A. 
Examination is fully supported by the equally successful results o£ 
the two Entrance examinations specially in Mathematics. 


In the Middle School Examination 110 joined out of whom 
86 passed. Of these 42 joined from the 9th class and 
40 passed and 68 joined from the Sth class out of whom 
46 passed. Twenty-seven students took up Sanskrit and twenty- 
six passed while 56 took up Hindi and all passed. ‘This is , 
highly ereditable to the Teachers of the Middle Department and 
as the Principal remarks in his report “on the whole combining 
te results of both Departments the school has kept up its reputa- 
tion of standing first in the Province in the Middle and the 
Wntrance Examinations.” So far for the publie examinations. 


As regards the house examinatious ib will be cubersome to 
give here the details for each class, These details are giveu 
iu full in the Appendix. This Table has been so prepared 
as to show specially the results of Sanskrit and Hindi 
Examination for each class. A reference to this Table shows 
that iu the eight classes of the school in which Sanskrit is 
taught (the first two being only Hindi Classes) 394 students 
jolued in the Sanskrit examination out of whom 238 were 
successful which gives roughly a proportion of three passes out 
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of five. In the Hindi examination 531 students joined and 413 
were successful whieh gives roughly a proportion of 7 passes 
out of nine. 


If the number of pupils who joined the Sanskrit and Hindí 
examination is compared with the total number of pupils in the 
School during the year it will appear that about 2 appeared in 
the Sanskrit examination and š in the Hindi examination, These 
figures speak volumes on the impetus which the Dayanaud 
Auglo-Vedie College institution is giving to the study of 
Sankrit aud Hindi literature in the Province. A few years 
back only the study of Sanskrit and Hindi specially the latter was 
deemed a rarity in the schools and even now no single school in 
the Province can bear comparison in this respect with our School. 
But what is of greater importance still the energy of the 
Dayanand Anglo-Vedic College Institution is not bent to the 
dissemination of the knowledge of Puranic Sanskrit. On the 
other haud it is preeminently characterised as existing for the 
spread and culture of classical Sanskrit, What steps have been 
taken during the year to effectuate this purpose have been already 
noticed in reporting the proceedings of the Text Book Sub-Com- 
mittee and the moral progress of the Boarders aud therefore do 
not require a repetition of mention in this place. 


(d.) Physical aud Moral Lraining.—This subject has been 
already touched upon to some extent in connection with the phy- 
sical and moral training of the Boarders. It will suffice hero to 
quote the Principal's report regarding the moral and physcótl 
training of the students generally. “The conduct of our students 
has been exceptionally satisfactory during the year. ‘There is 
a debating society in connection with our College in which such 
subjects as are designed to improve aud givo tone to the iutel- 
lectual and moral faculties of the students nro fairly discussed. 
In the Middle Department the question of physical training 
has received considerable attention. A Gymnastic master is em- 


ployed to instruct each class jn drill aud Gymuastics for one 
hour a day. 


There are “cricket clubs in connection with tho Primary, the 
Middle, the High and Collego Departments ,to contribute to the 
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health of the students. ‘There is no test provided as yet by the 
Managing Committee for the moral and physical progress of the 
students. It will, however, be of considerable effect by creating 
healthy emulation if some marks were awarded at the annual 
examination for physical aptitude and moral character and the 
awarded marks were taken into consideration in deciding pro- 
motion and prizes. The matter requires special consideration by 
tho Managing Committee and it is hoped will beearly taken up 
aud decided. 

(e) Income and Expenditure—The total amount of fees 
received from 1st April 1889-to 31st March 1890 was as follows :—

(Ü. Miscellaneous.—The Principals report shows that an 
Attendance Register is maintained for Teachers to fill in 
regularly every day the time of their arrival and in tho 
Middlo Department the time of departure is also noted down. 
Further by the 2nd of each month the Teachers are required 
to submit their progress reports for the last month stating 
the text books taught in each class and the progress made during 
the month. 

(D. Public Opimion.—Tho Dayanand Auglo-Vedie College 
Institution has been noticed favourably from time to timo ty: 
the Public Press and its general popularity is apparent from the 
largo number of students who join ib from different places. It is 
pleasing to note that this is the only school in the Province 
where students join for receiving education from all parts of tho 
country including the N.-W. Provinces and Oudh. There are 
pupils at this time in the school aud the Boarding House from 
the far interior parts of the United Provinces. 

But the most important as well as encouraging test of public 
opinion is the favourable mention which His Honor the Lieutenant- 
Governor Sir James Lyal, and Colonel Holroyd, the Director of 
Public Instruction, Punjab, have from time to time made of this 
Institution, 
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Tho following extracts taken from the educational reports fo 


1887-88, 1889-90 fully bear out this remark and the uurivalled 


success hitherto achieved by this Institution.

of the Society and were accompanied by a letter written by Lala 
Ralla Ram of the Jhelum Arya Samaj which explained the reasons 
for making tho proposals. On the proposals being formally put 
before the meeting an amendment was moved by Lala Narain 
Dass and seconded by Lala Ganga Ram that the proposals be 
‘not taken into consideration on the ground, among others, that they 
‘were made in a contemptuous spirit defiant both of the Society 
‘and the} Managing Committee and were of such a nature that it was 
‘unconstitutional to ask the Society to deliberate upon them before 
their being considered by the Managing Committee. This amend- 
ment being put to vote was carried by a majority of 31 against 18. 
It is needful to state that the Society in this instance decided 
a very important matter of principle and provided a safe-guard 
against the sub-version of its coustitution, tho importance of which 
it is impossible to overestimate, ‘The relation between the 
Managing Committee and tho Society is not defined any where in 
so many words, but a perusal of the rules puts it beyoud all doubt 
that the executive work is solely entrusted to the Managing Com- 
mittee with a reservation of the power of control to the Society. 
The one has to initiate measures and to carry them out in 
furtherance of the objects of the Society; the other has 
to see that tho measures initiated and carried out are 
not objectionable aud this is what it should be. The 
number of the members of the Society is inordinately large, 
they live in twenty different localities, and there can be but only 
one ordinary meeting of the Society in the year, very special and 
urgent reasons being required to hold a special meeting. On. 
the other hand the number of the members of the Managing 
Committee is not solarge as to prevent a fair proportion of the 
total number from taking part in the deliberation and they are 
selected after due consideration by the Antrang Sabhas. Its 
meetings are ordinarily mouthly meetings, and special meetings may 
also be held on that occasion if the nature of the proposals do so 
require. Thus from their very constitution and procedure they 
are so devised thas one should actually carry on the work and 
manage the Institution and report its work to the other for 
check, audit, and approval. As long as the spirit of this con- 
stitution which thus knits together the Managing Committee 
and the Society in a consistent and harmonious whole and is best 


calculated to secure efficioncy, is faithfully adhered to there is 
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Jittle or no danger of any mischief to the Institution. But no 
sooner it is disregarded or overstepped ou one side or the other 
by setting ab naught all fear of coutrol or by taking into its own 
hands che decision of details of work, then there is sure to result 
disruption, confusion and disorganisation. It is not asserted that 
the Society is unfit or unauthorised to decide questions of 
principle or to start new measures. As a matter of fact every 
decision regarding matter of principle must receive the final 
sanction of the Society in order to be accepted and acted upon. 
But what is asserted is that consideriug the short time at the 
disposal of the Society and its constitution it is dangerous and 
altogether unconstitutional to ask it to decide such questions 
without the valuable advautago of the well-considered and deli- 
berate opinion of the Managing Committee, 


At the next day’s meeting of the Society ¿e. on the Ist June 
1889, 43 members were present. On the accounts being read 
and proposed for acceptance an amendment was proposed to add 
a column in the accounts to show the expenditure on the study o 
Vedic literature. This was rejected by a majority of twenty-five 
against sixteen on the ground of impractibility. Tho accounts 
were then passed unanimously, four members not voting. Finally 
ihe report read by the Secretary was ordered to be placed before 
the Managing Committee for consideration and publication. On 
the same date a public meeting was hold in the premisses of the 
local Arya Samaj at which a brief account of the work done 
during the year was given by the Principal and prizes aud sweet- 
mgats were distributed to the succsesful students.

This gives an average of at least one meeting per week 
leaving out of account the two months during which mo 
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meetings aro held and taking into account the fact that some 
times more than one meeting is held on the same day at 
different times. In addition to these meetings 777 letters were 
received in the office during the year aud 1925 were despatched 
which helps to give some idea of the work which tho office 
bearers have to perform in addition to regular attendance at 
the meetings. 

Resumé—On the whole the year under review was one 
of progress all round. There was a satisfactory increase in the 
number of the members of the Managing Committee, the Funds 
increased by about Rs. 16,000 though the rate of progress was 
lower thau before, the accounts have been placed on a better 
and more systematic footing, better investment of funds has 
been partially secured, the Sub-Committees have worked diligeutly, 
a regular procedure and constitution has been laid down for 
some of these, and a decided improvement has been affected 
in the selection of Sanskrit text books. Moreover, besid es 
providing an excellent Moral Reader, foundation has been 
laid. for the study of Vedic literature by the introduction of 
Ashtadhyai. The School Boarding House has thrived in tho 
year under review, Ib has not only attained a large increaso 
iu the number of its inmates but has shown excellent results 
in the Public and House examinations, and moral, religious and 
physical training of the Boarders has been properly attended 
to. The School and College have more than maintained their 
former reputation. The number of scholars has increased 
and excellent resulis were achieved a& the public examinatigas 
which called forth commendatory and encouraging remarks from 
His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor, the Director of Public 
Instruction and the Inspector of Schools. 

The progress in the study of Sanskrit and Hindi was 
| specially remarkable, ¿rd of the total number of scholars having 
| joined the Sanskrit, and s of the total, the Hindi examinations, 

the ratio of passes in Sanskrit being three out of five 
“and in Hindi seven out of nine. And finally the Society 
at its annual meeting decided an important matter of 
principle regarding its relation with the Managing Committee, 
which ensures ab once the stability of constitution and harmony 


1n work. 
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But while there is this cheering view of progress all 
round, it must be confessed that the Managing Committee and 
Society is yet but at the threshold of the success which is neces- 
sary to enable it to achieve the objects of its existence, Only 
a part of the scheme has been putin force and yet the funds at its 
disposal are not sufficient to carry it on without depending upon 
the precarious and uncertain assistance of monthly subscriptions, 
No fresh measures have yet been devised for the collection of 
funds and the investment of fuuds as a whole is far from what 
is desirable. Moreover, though means have been adopted for 
beginning the study of Vedic literature, yet a good deal remains 
to be affected in this direction before the final goal can be reach- 
ed, and it is very necessary to adopt measures, such as limiting the 
choice of subjects, in order to divert a greater amount of attention 
to the study of Sanskrit, The Boarding House needs still more 
vigilant attention specially its state of accounts and it is equally 
necessary bo initiate measures such as prescribing special religious 
text books and holding gymnastic matches andthe like, for adjudg- 
ing religious, moral and physical progress; measures which 
with suitable modifications may likewise be enforced in the School 
and the College. The selection of the text books, the revision 
ef the constitution of the Managing Committee, the preparation 
of constitution and rules of procedure for the Sub-Committees, 
the gradual introduction of the remaining portion of the scheme, 
the selection of site, the provisions for building anda host of 
other subjects demand attention of the Managing Committee.: 
These are matters more or less difficult to attain but none beyoud 
the range of attainment and if the Managing Committee per- 
severes in its efforts, as it has hitherto dono, their realisation may 
be noted as within measureable distance. But the sine quamon of 
all success here, as elswhere, is union and the cordial co-operation 
of the Society and the Arya Samajis, That the Source of all 
Goodness may bless the Institution with a full measure of this 
choice gift, should therefore be the hearty and fervent prayer of 
all the well-wishers of the movement.

IX. Results of the University Hoaminations :— 


Out of 59 students sent up for the last Middle School Exa- 
mination of the Punjab University by the D. A.- Y, School, 48 
were successful against 49 out of the same number in the previ-. 
ous year. The percentage this time was about 78 against 84 in 
1899-1900, but considering that the percentage of passes in the 
province was not higher than 56, the result may be set down 
as satisfactory, 


For the Entrance Examination we sent up 52 students, ou& 
of which 42 were successful against 44 out of 54 in the prece- 
ding year. The percentage for the two years is almost exactlya 
the same—about 80. This is highly satisfactory, 


Great credit is dus to the school staff for the deep intereat 
which they have uniformly taken in their work during the year, 
and for the most satisfactory results which their classes hava 
shown.

The total number of students realing Sanskrit 
and Hindi in the Middle Department in March 1901, was 196 and 
226 respeclively. In the Primary Department there were in 
the same mouth 149 boys reading Sanskrit and 186 Hindi. 


XIII—Olassical Sanskrit—As mentioned in last yeat's 
report the Study of Classieal Sauskrit is enforced both in the 
High aud the Middle Department, In the Middle Department 
alone there are some 90 boys reading Selections from Ashtadhyat 
on the Kaamidi-system. Works like Selections from the Veda 
Bhashya Bhumika, Manu Smriti, ete, which fall under the head 
“Classicial Sanskrit" form, as mentioned in connection with the 
scheme of studies, part of the Sanskrit Course for the High and 
Middle classes. > 


XIV.—Moraland Religious Trauimng.—Al classes, whether in 
the High or the Middle or Primary Department have their moral 
ghd religious interests carefully looked after, All Primary Depart- 
thent students know Sandhia mantras by heart, and iu the Middle 
and High Department certain portions of Veda Updesha, a compis 
lation by Pandit Raja Ram, Professor of Theology, D. A. Y, 
College, are taught, Portions from Satyarth Prakash are taught 
to the Ist Middle class. 


A Young Men's Samaj has been lately opened in connection 
with the High Department by Lala Gopal Dass D. Ay and it is 
getting on well, The influence of works like Selections from the. 
Satgarth Parkash can not but be of the healthiest character on the 
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morals of the students The performance of Sandhia in the Pri. 
-mary Department was regular in the latter part of the year under 
the superintendence of Pandit Ganga Ram, 


XV.—Physical Ewercise.~-Cricket only excepted, for which 
the Managing Committee has not yet been able to secure a suit. 
able play-ground sufficiently near the school to induce the students 
to utilize it, all the classes of the various Departments had their 
share of games aud sports during the greater part of the year. 
Tugs of war aud Kabaddi were common in the High Department 
‘and the Middle Department had also frequent exercise in the 
latter. Drill was practised regularly every day, terminating 
almost invariably with exercise with Dumb-bells, of which 
some 50 pairs were supplied'to the school. The High and the 
Middle Department had a separate Drill-master of their own. 


As regards the Primary Department, it was perhaps the best off | 


as regards physical exercise duriog the year, It wus given a Drill- 
master for its exclusive use, aud care was taken that he did his 


duty. Besides drilling the classes aud exeicising them with ' 


native games, the Drill-master daily took the Lower Form boys 
out fora walk and pave them the benefit of a ramble in the 
Anarkali Gardens. The High Department was the only one which 
had a foot-ball team during the year, and that only in the latter 
part of it. 


XVI.—The Branch Schools.—The Chunimandi branch school: 
having entirely ceased to show signs of progress (the number ol: 
boys diminishing daily) was abolished during the year, and amal- 


gamated with the Sutarmandi brauch school. Hence the number of 
present Branch Schools is four. There were 172 childreu reading 
in these inslitutions on 31st March 1901, against 107 on the 
corresponding date in the preceding year showing an increase of 
65, The total income was Rs, 129 and the expenditure Rs, 744 
They were frequently inspected, but not so frequently as they 


should have been, Better arcangements should be made in this 
respect in the current year. 
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(1). The number of boarders in this institution during 


the year under report was 93 against 85 in the preceding year. 


(2). Special efforts were made during the year to promote 
religious education in this institution and ditferent Veda Man- 
tras were taught, the 3lst Chapter of the Yajur Vedi which the 
boarders know by heart forming part of these Mantras. The 
Chapter in question is recited daily by the children. 


(3). There is, in connection with the institution, a Young 
Men's Arya Samaj which holds its weekly meetings on every 
Saturday. This Samaj possesses a library including the four 
Vedas and all the works of Swami Daya Nand. 


(4). The health of the boarders during tha year was eatis- 
factory. Tuere were, however, two sudden deaths, one recently 
on the 18th of May 1901. Doctor Dayanat Roy was in charge of 


the boarding-house. 


(5). The boarding-house is supplied with a complete set 
of apparatus for Physica) Exercise. 


a The boarders had all that they wanted in the shape of 
Je during the year. Every boarder can easily go from ten to 


twelve miles on foot. 


(6). Twelve boarders appeared at the Entrance Examina- 
tion of the Punjab University, out of which 9 passed with credit; 
eight boys were sent up for the Middle School Examination and 
six came out successful. 

(7). The morala of the boys were and are carefully looked 
after. 
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(8). Healthy and nourishing food is supplied, and fruity 
of every kind at intervals. 

(9), The boarders have also hada fair practice in vege. 
table gardening. 

(10). Bhai Jagat Singh, took over charge of the boarding. 
house as Superintendent on 17th of October 1900, Lala Jai 


Gopal and Lala Karm Chand served as Superintendents during 
the éarlier part of the year. 


(11). The Boarding-House Staff consists of a Superinten. 


dent, an Assistant Superintendent, a Clerk and a Doctor. The `

College Building Fund.--On the 31st of March 1908 this 
fund stood at Rs. 12,556-15-0, as compared with Rs. 5,758-9-6 
on the corresponding date of the previous year. But the actual 
sum received under this head is again very much larger for 
the reason stated in the last para. It may be about Rs. 17,000 
altogether. Since then a substantial contribution of Rs. 11,000

to get the degree. Fifty-seven candidates appeared from the 
College at the last B. A. Examination of the Punjab University. 
Of these twenty-six, or about 45 per cent., were successful 
as compared with 32 out of 68 in the last year, d.e. 47 per 
cent. Three of our students passed in the Ist Division, one 
ocdypying the 6th place on the list. We sent this year 139 
candidatos for the Intermediate Examination of the Punjab 
University. O£ these 65, or about 46 per cent., were success- 
ful as compared with 88 out of 135, viz, 65 per cent. in the 
last year. Some eight of the passed students were placed in 
the Ist Division. These results may not be very brilliant, but 
are very satisfactory considering that not even one student was 
kept back or refused promotion from the Ist to the 2nd year 
class and from the 3rd to the 4th year class.

There was no change in the personnel of the Managing Com- 
mittee, except that Rai, Sewak Ram, Sub-Engineer, 1. W. D., 


died suddenly on the 23rd August 1906. The deceased was one 
of tho most enthusiastic and earnest workers in the cause of the 
D. A.-V. College, and his time, money and professional experience 
were alwaysat the servico of the Committee. The Managing Com- 
mittoo in its moeting of tho 14th October 1906, passed a resolution 
expressing iis sense of deop sorrow at the death of Rai Sewak 
Ram. 

During the year under report the Managing Committee held 
soven Special and nine Ordinary meetings, none of the notified 
meetings failing for want of a quorum. The average attendauce in 
special meetings was 207 and in ordinary meetings 15}. Qut of 
the Mufassal members only the following gentlemen attended 
meetings of the Managing Commitee other than those held on the 
occasion of the Easter celebrations or the anniversary of the 
Lahore Arya Smaj. i

The others did not attend any meeting at all. 


It is to be sincerely regretted that such a large number of the 
Mufassil members of the Managing Committee did not attend a 
single meeting throughout tho year. This obviously shows a lack 
of interest, which, however, is usually explained away as due to 
want of time. It is only necessary to point out that the Arya 
Samajes, scattered all over the Province are the backbone of the 
College movement, and unless and until the representatives of all 
these Samajes are regular in attending the meetings of tho Manag- 
ing Committee, they and the Samajes they represent cannot dis- 
play that amount of interest in the movement : which, now 
more than ever, is so necessary for the proper working and 
progress of the institution. Rule No. XIV (2) (b) 
of the.Society Rules provides that if a member absents himself for 
more than three meetings, without sufficient causo, from the meet- 
ings of the Managing Committe, the Managing Committee has got 
the power to remove his name from the list of its members. Al- 
though it is not proposed to resort to this extreme measure, at least 
tor the present, yet the attention of all members is respectfully 
drawn to this factithat, unless they show the requisite amount of 
interest in the affairs of the College, the institution founded in 
memory of the greatest Indian of his times, reared by the self- 
sacrifice and patriotic earnestness of all that was the best and 
noblest in the Punjab of the passing generation, and intended to 
exercise its enobling and benificient influence over the length 
and breadth of this vast country, will fail in fulfilling ‘its object, 
and will unavoidably fall back from the foremost position which 
it at present deservedly occupies amongst the indigenous educa- 
tional institutions of India.

INVESTMENT SUB-COMMITTEE, 

Tho Investment Sub-Committee, according to the rules. 
consisted of all the local members, with Rai Bahadur 
Bakhshi Sohan Lal as its Secretary. This Committee held LL 
meetings, and ihe average attendance was 7. The question of 
investments of the College generally was discussed several 
times in the Sub-Committec, and several suggestions for im- 
provements in this direction were considered. The most impor- 
tant step taken in the matter was the investment of one lakh of 
rupees with the Punjab National Bank for a period of bwo years 
at six per cent. per annum. The Committee also decided *o sell 
G. P. Notes, worth Rs. 45,000, as the quotation of the G. P. 
Notes had gone rather high, and it was thought that while these 
G. P. Notes would be sold at a price higher than that for which 
they were purchased, the money thus realized could be invested 
in more productive and sufficiently safe investments. But before 
arrangements could be completed at Bombay for their sale 
the rate fell down again and the proposal had to be abandoned. 

COLLEGE. 

The year under report has been a record year as regards the 
number of students on the rolls of the College and the College 
Boarding House, a detailed statement of which will be founu 
in the Principal's report. The results of the B. A. and F.A. 
Classes have been highly satisfactory both as regard the percent- 
age of successful candidates and the position occupied in the 
general list by the students of the College, for which 
the thanks of the Committee are due to the Principal 
and the staff of the College. Due attention hnas been paid 
during the year to the encouragement of the study of Classical 
Sanskrit in the College Department, and a fair number of periods 
have been every week devoted to Veda Updesh in all the 
classes. The Science Department of the College 
has boon considerably strengthened. by ihe appointment of an 
Assistant Professor and Demonstrator and the supply 
of apparatus worth Rs. 3,000. Special sanction of the Managing 
Committee had to be obtained for both these, as the post had not 
been provided for in the Budget, and Rs 1,000 only had been 
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Eighty-six double storied cubicles have been built and added 
to the main Boarding House attached to the College, raising the 
tota] number of seats in the cubicles to 226. But this is hardly 
sufficient for the number of students who annually join the 
Bearding House, and a considerable number of cubicles must 
still be added to the Boarding House in order to accommodate 
all the students in one building. Lala Nebul Chand Bhandari 
of Ferozepur has throughout the year been supervising the 
building work of the cubicles without any remuneration, and the 
thanks of the Committee are due to him. 


COLLEGE BUILDING. 

The question of the location and erection of the College 
building is the one that has presented considerable difficulty, 
and in spite of the fact that it has been under the considera- 
tion of the Managing Committee throughout the year, no satis- 
factory solution could be arrived at. Originally it was intended 
that the College be built on the property which had been 
purchased by the Committee from the Maharaja of Kashmir, 
which is now used as the Principal’s quarters. But with the 
growing development of the College, this was found to 
be quite insufficient, and efforts were made to secure a good 
site in the neighbourhood of the College Boarding House. But 


nll these efforts having unfortunately failed, it was decided to 


build the College in the front line of the College Boarding , 


House compound. The necessary plans were prepared by Sardar 


Ram Singh, Vice-Principal of the Mayo School of Arts, and the 
foundation stone laid by His Highness the Maharaja of Idar 
in Easter 1905. But soon after this, a considerable number of 
the members of the Managing Committee were of opinion that 
the erection of a large building on that site would cramp the com- 
pound of the Boarding House, and would considerably decrease 
its utility and mar its beauty. A proposal was accordingly made 
in June 1905 by our worthy friend the Hon’ble Mr. Justice Lal 
Yhand that the building be erected on the Committee's land at 


Ichhra, near the Mian Mir West Railway Station, where not only 
spacious baldings cold he tratos College and the 
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Boarding House, but a large number of good and well levelled 
play grounds could also be made: available for the use of ilie 
students. The proposal remained under consideration for

ingly opened for the acquisition of that property, the dis- 
cussion of the whole question postponed for a further period, 
and the Managing Committee called for the 14th Noy 
1906 to finally disposo of the matter, When the Managing Com- 
mittee met on that date it was found that negotiations with 
9 Messrs, Jamsetji's Sons had failed, and the Committee once again 
decided to fall back upon the original site and plan, and arrange- 
ments were at once made to dig the foundations on that site. 
This work had hardly proceeded much, when the old difficulty 
as to the overcrowding of the building again presented itself to

PLAYGROUNDS. 


Considerable difficulty has from the begining 
been felt for suitable playgrounds for the use of the 
students. This was, to a certain extent, removed by utilizing 
for the purpose the land of: the garden bequeathed t> the 
Committee by the late Bakhshi Jaishi Ram. But this plot could 
hardly be said to be sufficient for the large number of boys that 
the College has on its rolls, ənd accordingly 42 kanals of 
land behind the College Boarding House have been purchased 
by the Committee, partly at Rs. 300 and partly at 
Rs. 275 per kanal. It is expected that possession of the property 
purchased will soon be transferred to the Society, and good and 
suitable grounds provided for the use of the students. 


SCHOOL. 


The number of students in the School increased 
considerably during the year. The results in the Entrance Uni- 
versity Examination were highly satisfactory, and the thanks of 
the Committee are due to the staff in general and to the Head- 
master, Bakhshi Ram Rattan, B A., B.T., in particular. During the 
year under report the School sustained a great blow by the sad . 
and untimely death of Lala Ram Chand, xt. A., Headmaster. The 
deceased was one of the most "distinguished graduates of the 
Punjab University, and after taking the m.a. degree twice, (in 
English and Mathematies) and qualifying himself in the 
Training College, he: had publicly offered his services for 
the remaining years of his life to the. D. A.-V. College Society; 
on a remuneration of Rs. 75 per mensem. His services were 
thankfully accepted, and he was putin charge of the School 


Norr.—Since the above was written, the Managing Committee has 
purehased , for Rs.-90,000, two houses, with 50 kanals of land, from Rai Ram 


Sarn Das Raes Lahore in the v icinity of the Colloge Boarding House, and it 
hoped the College will be puil on this site—T. C, 
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Department as the Headmaster. But alas ! ho had hardly been 
in office for a couple of months when the effects of that fell 
disease, tuberculosis, became visible, and after a long and 
painful illness he expired at Multan on the 26th April 1908. 
Even during his last moments the thoughts of the welfare of the 
College were uppermost in the mind of Lala Ram Chand, and he 
departed from this world praying that he may soon be, reborn 
here to complete his work in connection with the College, which 
he had to leave unfinished! ‘The early death of a young man 
of his high intellectual attainments and spotless character hag 
caused a gap in the ranks of the workers of the Society, 
which it will be hardly possible to fill fora long time to come. 
The event was deeply mourned by the entire body of the 
Arya Samajes in the Province, and steps were soon taken to 
prepetuate the memory of the deceased. A fund was started 
to collect subscriptions for founding a scholarship in his 
memory in the College Deptt., and a fair amount collected by 
the Memorial Committee, of which Professors Gokal Chand and 
Dewan Chand were the Secretaries, to whom the. Com- 
mittee offers its best thanks for work done in this. connection, . 
The staff of the School has been considerably improved 
during the year by the appointment of a number of trained 
teachers, and the supply of historical, geographical and physi- 
cal charts. Due attention has throughout the year been 
paid to the teaching of Hindi and Sanskrit on the lines laid 
down in the scheme of studies. Religious instruction is im- 
parted in all the classes and lessons in “ Dharm Sikshak ” 
given to the classes of the High Department. A great step 
in advance has been taken by the Managing Committee de- 
ciding in its meeting of the 14th October 1906 that with effect 
from 1st January 1907 free education be imparted in the 
Lower Primary Department of the main School and the 
branches. The question was discussed at great length in the 
meeting, and the following Resolution was ultimately passed: — 
“That in order to introduce the principle of free elemen- 
tary education as funds and circumstances permit, education 
` in the Lower Primary Department of the School be imparted 
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free of monthly tuition fee, that an admission fee of annas four 
only be imposed on all readmissions for the purpose of dis- 
cipline and enforcing regular attendance, and that an ear! y 
report be called for and steps taken to improve the efficiency 
of the branch schools. 


The resolution has been carried into effect from the 1st 
January 1907. 


The question of the improvement of the Branch Schools | 


with a view to providing better accommodation and increas- 
ing their efficiency was also handled during the year. Sugges- 
tions from the Principal on the point were invited aud 
ultimately accepted, it being resolved that in the Budget for 
1907 the grant to the Branch Schools be raised from Rs. 720 
to Rs. 1,200 per annum. This has accordingly, been provided 
forin the current year's Budget, and steps are being taken 
to give practical effect to the suggestions of the Principal 
referred to above. . 


It was also decided to add a senior special class to the 
Middle Department from 1907, and the necessary expenditure 
has been provided for in the current year's Budget. 


Bawa Chhajju Singh, Headmaster, Middle Department 
who had been in the service of the Managing Committee for 
more than 14 years, resigned his post on account of ill-health, 
and the Managing Committee, by a special Resolution, granted 
him agrabuity of Rs. 660, being twelve times his monthly pay, 
as a special case, in view of approved services rendered by 
him to the institution. 


The increase of numbers inthe School has caused over- 
crowding in the present building, and it was found necessary 
that a number of rooms should be added to the building. The 
present building being unsuitable for the erection of rooms on 
the second storey, it was decided to build 8 double-storied rooms 
in the open space opposite the District Court. The necessary

In this Department the classes have been during the year 
1906 ina flourishing condition, in spite of the fact that ad- 
missions to the First year class have been considerably affected 
by the establishment of the Government School of Engineer- 
ing at Lahore, Itis, however, hoped that during the current 
year the number of admissions will rise again, as was the case 
before. The popularity of this Department can best be 
judged from the fact that the total income from fees has 

been Rs. 2,104, which nearly comes up to the expenditure, 
which rose to y 2,276 during the year under report. 
THE TAILORING CLASS. 

This class has been doing its work in its own humble way, 
there being 13 students on the rolls on the 31st December 1906, 
Hindi and Sandhia are taught to all the students of this clas:

THE THEOLOGICAL CLASS. 

The special feature of this class is the imparting of free 
education in Classical Sanskrit and ancient religious and philo- 
sophical Aryan literature. A number of stipends are ames 
ally provided for by the Managing Committee. There were 
20 boys in this class on the 31st December 1906. The scheme 
sometime ago prepared at the instance of Rai Bahadur Mulaj, 
x, A. for the establishment ofa Brahmchari Ashram was, 
in accordance with a resolution of the Managing Committee, cir- 
culated among all the Arya Samajes affiliated to the Pradeshak 
Pritinidhi Sabha, and applications were invited from those who 

ntended to join the proposed Ashram. But the number of 
applieations, so received, did not come up to half a dozen even, 
and consequently nothing practical could be done in tho matter. 

Pandit Bhagat Ram Shastri, Head Pandit of tho class, 
was allowed by the Managing Committee in 1905 to study 
with Pandit Sat Brat of Calcutta, But his services could not 
be spared at that time, and he availed himself of this in Octo- 
ber 1906, since when he is at Calcutta, qua Ying himself in 
advanced study of Sanskrit.

Raiji; Lala Lajpat Rai ji, Professors Sain Das, Gokal Chand

Prasad and others, and the thanks of the Managing Committee 
are due to all of these, The total expenditure under this head 
was Rs. 2,956. This grant has now been raised to Rs. 3,200 
in the Budget for 1907. 


THE COLLEGE UNION. 


The College Union, which has been in existence for several 
f. ? years, has done good work during the year. The Union has 

got a monthly Magazine, which has become very popular es- 

pecially among the student community, and has been doing ex- 
1 cellent work in popularising the College movement. The Union 

was hitherto unrepresented on the Managing Committee, 
but a natural desire on the part of the members of the Union 
to have a member on the governing body of the institution has 
been felt for sometime past. A regular application from the 
Union was received in June 1906, and the Managing Committee 
in its Sitting of the 25th November decided to allow one mem- 
ber to tho Union on certain conditions. The modifications in 
the Ruies of the Managing Committee, embodying this, have

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been passed by the Managing Committee, and are awaiting the 
sanction of the Society, which it is hoped wi! be accorded 
to-day. 


BHAI PARMANAND SCHOLARSHIP FUND. 


Bhai Parmanand, M. A., Assistant Professor of History, who 
had been deputed for special Prachar work in South Africa, and 
whose mission to that distant land had met with such signal suc- 
cess, reached England early in January 1906 to enjoy his 
leave there. He having reached there, the Managing Com- 
mittee decided that a special scholarship of Rs. 1,500 per 
annum’ be given to him, and he be allowed to study in the 
London University for the M. A. Degree in History and Eco- 
nowics, the money to be met by a special fund to be raised 
on special appeal. Printed appeals were accordingly issued 
by Lala Durga Das, B. A., the then Secretary of the Manag- 
ing Committee; but they have met with a scanty response. The 
total amount received, on the 31st December 1906 was 
Rs. 625-10-0. The earnest attention of the Arya Samajes, in 
general, and of the members of the Society, in particular, is 
drawn to the immediate necessity of raising the requisite money 
for this fund. 

LALA RAMA NAND'S LIBERAL DONATION. . 


Lala Rama Nand, B. A., Pleader, Karnal, has placed a sum 
of Rs, 5,000 at the disposal of the Managing Committee tor 
the establishment of an Ayurdic Dispensary in the city, where. 
medical aid is to be given free. Efforts are being made for 
the acquisition of a suitable plot of land for the purpose, and 
it is hoped the dispensary will soon be opened.

The Hon’ble Mr. Justice Lal Chand, whose services to the 
College are too numerous to be detailed here, has made a dc 
nation of Rs 500 to form the nucleus of an endowment for 
the purpose of providing facilities for original research in In- 
dian history. Tbe scheme cannot be developed, for the present 
as the money in the Committee's hand is not sufficient to allow 
a beginning being made in this direction. 


FOREIGN EDUCATION FUND. 


This fund was originally started at the instance ‘of our 
generous friend, Lala Lajpat Rai, who has contributed largely 
towards it. The last balance under this head at the end of 
the year was Hs, 7,169-7-6. The Japanese class, which was 
financed out of the proceeds of this fund, had to be closed in 
December 1906 on account of the resignation of Mr. Goto, 
the Professor.

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done in the past, a great deal more still remains to be done in 
the future. The work for the accomplishment of which the 
Society was founded is one of the holiest of works upon which 
mortal man can enter, and the choicest blessings of the Almighty 
will be showered upon all those who play their part in its fulfl- 
ment. What contribution the institution is destined to make to 
the regeneration of this country lies deep hidden in 
the womb of futurity; on that history will write its judgment 
with unerring pen; let us not try to anticipate the verdiot. 
But one thing is certain and, that is, that the Daya Nand Anglo 
Vedic College is the only institution of its kind in the length 
and breadth of this country ; it has, in a way, revolutionised 
vhe public life and educated thought of this: Province, and 
exercises an influence over the educated classes of the Punjab 
which no other institution can lay claim to.

But it must not be for- 
gotten, that the D.-A.V. College is the central institution of 
the Samaj, it is the source from which al! this energy 
has radiated, and if the heart gets weak and feeblo the other 
limbs are sure to become palsied and lifeless. I have already 
said, and I repeat again, that gigantic efforts should be made 
at the present time and in the near future to improve the 
financiel condition of the College, and Iam sure that my 
appeal will not fall upon deaf ears and unsympathetic hearts 
The present is the mosi critical time in the history of private 


educational institutions in this country. In India the tiny bark ' 


of private enterprise in education is ridden on a stormy 
sea, It is between the scylla of obstacles from certain 
unexpected quarters on the one hand and the charybidis 
of financial embarrassment pn the other, and requires 
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careful equipment and competent guidance, so that it may 
pass safe and secure off the numerous Shoals and quicksands 
that beset its path. 


The Daya Nand Anglo Vedic College therefore requires 
the support and assistance of the entire body of the Arya 
Samajes of the Punjab, nay, of the whole Hindu community, 
and it is hoped that considering its work in tke past, this 
will not be denied to it in the future. May it be so, and may 
it once again be demonstrated that “ gena aafa Aa.”

A long-felt want 
will be removed when we have secured a few more play- 
grounds for our students. 

Owing to lack of accommodation, the Gymmasium could 
not be fitted and used for its legitimate purpose. The 
Sports Committee held 17 meetings during the year. They 
were presided over by tho Principal. Lala Hari Lal, IV 
year, and Lala Sundar Das, IV year, acted as Secretaries. 
The income of the Committee amounted to Rs. 1628-1-3, 
and the expenses to Rs. 1,426-10-9. ‘This does not include 
the pay of the wrestler and the mali, which is paid by the 
Managing Committee, and amounts to Rs. 17 per mensem.

Waar shall I write? Isit possible these lines may be 
my lest? I cannot believe that I won’t get an occasion 
to serve our sacred institution. But perhaps I am hoping 
against hope. Adverse facts might disillusion me. Z cannot 
dio. If the worst happens, a new life might bring me in 
the same place with better energy and better abilities. My 
temperature has been daily rising to 104, with occasional 
increase to about 105. I am now under the treatment 
of a retired Assistant Surgeon, that being perhaps the 
best medical aid here. Everybody is trying his best, but my 
state is quite precarious. Even when I get up on my bed 
my head reels, the eyes close and everything is dark. The 
disease has spread throughout the blood. Hope is the 


greatest comforter.

The classes were regularly taken out for walks. Our teams 
took part in the Tournament organised by the College Union 
and stood first in Gatka and Gymnastics.

The Science Block has, however, cost the Managiny 
Committee much more than was originally estimated and! the 
drain so caused on the finances of the Society has made 
it obligatory on the managers and supporters of the 
College to make additional efforts to raise funds for it. 
Thus although nearly Rs. 90,000 will bave been spent on the 
construction and equipment of the Science Block, by tho time 
this work is completed, the other Classes of the College De- 
partment, still remain unprovided with suitable class-room>, 


. The construction of the Main College Building is, therefore, 


an absolute necessity and considering the present requirements 
of the institution and the funds in the hands of the Managing 
Committee, it has been decided to take in hand the construction 
of the central wing of the Main College Building, consisting of
